COMFORTER is come, whom I 
whl send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth 
which proceedeth from the 
Father, HE SHALL TESTIFY 
OF ME.” 

He is a Teacher and Reminder 

Jno. 14:26, “But the Com- 
forter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in 
my name, HE SHALL TEACH 
YOU ALL THINGS, AND 
BRING ALL THINGS TO 
YOUR REMEMBRANCE, what- 
soever I have said unto you.” 
He is a Guide and Speaker 

Jno. 16:12-14, “I have yet 
many things to say unto you, 
but ye cannot hear them now. 
Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you 
into all truth; for he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatso- 
ever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak: and he will shew you 
things to come. He shall glo- 
rify me: for he shall receive of 
mime, and shall show it unto 
you.” 

Neh. 9:20, “Thou gavest also 
thy good spirit to instruct 
them.” In all these passages it 
is perfectly clear, that the Holy 
Ghost is not merely an in- 
fluence, but a person who comes 
to abide in us and teach us day 
by day the truth of God. 

The Holy Ghost an Officer 
With Authority 

Jno. 14: 16, 17, “And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall 
give yeu another COMFORTER, 
that he may abide with you for 
ever; Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you.” Our Lord had 
announced to His disciples that 
He was going away, no doubt 
sorrow had filled their hearts, 
and they contemplated how 
lonely they would be. To com- 
fort them the Lord tells them 
that they should not be left 
alone, but that He would pray 
the Father and He would send 
them another COMFORTER to 
take the place of Himself. (Fill 
His office) during His absence. 
Do you think that if the other 
COMFORTER had been just an 
influence or power Jesus would 
have used these terms. No, one 
Divine Person was going, an- 
other just as Divine was coming 
to take His place. One was go- 
ing to represent them before the 
Father. The other, just as Di- 
vine was coming to be with 
them here. 

Acts 13:2, “‘As they minister- 
ed to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Ghost said, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them.” 
More office work and authority. 

Acts 20:28, “‘Take heed there- 
fore unte yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the Church of 
God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood.” Do you 
not see a person here filling an 
office with authority? 

The Three in One, Yet, 
Sevarate Personages 

We have the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost the three in one, all 
filling an authoritative office. 
The Father filling the highest 
place, with the Son and Holy 
Ghost both subject to him. We 
have the Son filling the next 
place as interceding Priest for 
us, with the Holy Ghost subject 
to Him. Next we have the Holy 
Ghost on earth filling His office 
(that of seeking a Bride for the 
Son) with the Church subject 
to Him. 

The distinction of the holy 
Spirit from the Father and the 
Son comes out very clearly in 
John 14:16. Here we read, “And 
I will pray the Father, and he 
shal give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with 
you for ever.” Here one per- 
son, the Son,, prays to another 
person, the Father, and the 
Father, to whom He prays, gives 
another person, the Holy Ghost, 
in answer to the prayer of the 
second person, the Son. If 
words mean anything, and they 
certainly do, the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost are three 
distinct and separate persons, 
agreeing in one. 

The holy Spirit is called the 
COMFORTER many times in 
the Scriptures. John 15:26 
reads, “But when the COM- 
FORTER is come, whom I will 
















send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceédeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me.” John 14: 
26, “But the COMFORTER, 
which is the Holy Ghost, Whom 
the Father will send in my 
name, he shall teach you ll 
things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever 
I have said unto you.” The word 
translated “Comforter,” here 
means what it says, and much 
more besides. The Greek word 
translated “Comforter” (Para- 
kletos), means “one called to 
the aid of another,” “an advo- 
cate;” hence the Holy Ghost as 
the “Comforter” or ‘Helper’ 
(Greek Parakletos, —para—be- 
side, Kaleo — call) rendered, 
“Comforter” in John 14:16; Ad- 
vocate in 1 John 2:1. But “ad- 
vocate”’ as we under- 
stand does not give 
the full force of the Greek word 
so rendered. Advocate is latin 
(advocatus) and it means, “one 
called to another to take his 
part.” The Greek word trans- 


lated “Comforter” (Parakletos) 


means, “one called alongside,” 
that is, one called to stand by 
our side. How sweet it is to 
think of our Parakletos, or in 
plain English our “stander-by” 
or our “partaker,” how near He 
is. Jesus was our “stander-by” 
when He was here, now He has 
gone away but sent another, 
just as Divine as He, just as wise 
as He, just as strong as He, 
just as loving as He, just as 
ready and able to help as He. 
Who is right by our side. In 
the face of the above facts, how 
can any one say that the Holy 
Ghost is just merely an influ- 
ence? Yes, we are glad to say 
He is our “Comforter” (Para- 
kletos) to stand by our side. But 
He is still more than this. John 
14:17, He (Comforter) ‘Dwell- 
eth with you and shall be in 
you.” Here He is in us. Abid- 
ing forever.

This is a subject that has the 
world confounded today. So I 
feel like this beautiful morning of 
God’s love, sunlight and mercy, 
and as all Bible readers realize 
that we are in the last days, I 
feel it my duty to say a few 
things on this great subject. 

We will use for a text or start- 
ing point some of Luke’s writ- 
ing found in St, Luke 1:60 as 
follows: “And his mother 
answered and said, Not so; but 
he shall be called John.” 

This conversation took place 
between Elisabeth, the high 
priest’s wife, and her kindred, 
at the birth of John the Baptist 
(the fore-runner of Jesus 
Christ). Back in the days of 
King Herod we see Zacharias, 
the high priest and earthly 
father of John the Baptist, as 


he was doing his office work 
here on this earth.

And 
he asked for a writing table 
and wrote, saying, His name 
is John. And they marvelled 
all.” Luke 1:59-63. 

We see the tongue of that 
old dumb father loosed by the 
power of the Holy Ghost. Well 
Glory to God. His old mouth 
was opened and he began to 
speak and praise God, and the 
echoes went throughout all the 
country of Judea. Thank God 
they are still ringing today.

and shall Sarah that is ninety 
years old, bear? Gen. 17:15-17. 
And God said, Sarah thy wife 
shall bear thee a sqn_ indeed; 
and thou shall call his name 
Isaac; and I will establish my 
covenant with him for an ever- 
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lasting covenant and with 
seed after him.” Gen. 17:19.

[ feel assured that his name was 
to be called Isaac; it seems good 
to me and the Holy Ghost as I 
write these lines.
